Cmalltalk 


More and more, our referees begin to remind 
me of those cardsharps on the Mississippi river boats. 

At the drop of a hat, they produce their beloved 
little yellow cards, some pulling them from their 
shirt pockets, others from their short pockets. 

They flash it, often theatrically, in the face of 
the players, then hold it high in the air, as though 
showing it to Caesar high in the Colosseum, justice 
has been served. 

Well, nothing of the kind. This yellow fever 
among our referees is totally pointless and, if anything, 
ludicrous. 

When, at FIFA's suggestion, the system of 
colored cards was introduced — yellow for caution, 
red for expulsion — quite a number of countries 
accepted it in toto. 

‘We saw it work during the recent World Cup 
very adequately: our own Tony Boskovic also handed 
out “a yollow” to the great Johan, Cruyft 

However, in Australia we managed to 
whole system into a meaningless circus, 

Referees here, unlike elsewhere, don't write down 
the name of the player cautioned — because red 
doesn’t automatically follow yellow... 

‘Three yellow cards’ during the World Cup meant 
an automatic suspension for a player, even if he 
collected them during the spate of four or five 
matches. 

Here a player can “see yellow” twice in a game 
without seeing red . . 

Three weeks ago Allan McKenzie cautioned seven 
players during the St. George v. Pan Hellenic match; 
last week Sbisa flashed the yellow card to six players 
at the Hakoah v. St. George game. 

Neither took any of the names, thus robbing the 
entire procedure of any meaning and importance. 

If the NSW Federation did decide to adopt the 
card system, why on earth didn’t they also adopt it 
in its entirety? 

What happens now at our grounds makes a 
mockery of an otherwise good concept and is only 
good for the referees to pretend that they are enforcing 
strict discipline. 

With ‘the emphasis on the pretend . . 


RACIAL PREJUDICE? 


Australia’s application to join the Asian Soccer 
Confederation will be heard at the Tehran conference 
next month. 


At this stage, it is anything but certain that the 
move will receive the necessary two-thirds majority 
vote, 

‘Australia has done everything’ most Paes to 
ensure its acceptance into this growin: 

Sir Arthur George will be present in Tel aes 
plead our case. 

‘However, there are indications that some Asian 
countries don’t want Australia in their midst either 
because they fear our “domination” or because we 
are not of Asian stock. 

In a sort of masochistic fashion, I secretly hope 
that our application will be refused on the Tatter 
groun 

‘Let our Asian fri bors go on record 
with this racial prejudice of which they so often 
accuse Australian officialdom. 

‘They ought to know that Australia wouldn’t be 
able to participate in the numerous regional touma- 
ments anyway because of our domestic commitment 
that trophy hunting, whether at the Merdeka, King’ 
Cup or President’s Cup, is not our main aim. 

Australia is keen to join merely to legalise its 
relations with countries in this area, to add its weight 
to any argument the Asian Confederation may have 
to present in future to FIFA 

If this is not understood or appreciated in some 
Asian circles then it's clear that we are wasting our 
time and vocal cords making our plea. 

However, it would be good if Sir Arthur, once at 
the round table with the Asian knights, pointed out 
that refusal to accept Australia in the Confederation 
could be viewed with gloom by our public and even 
Government circles. 

Time and again some Asian countries seek some 
form of assistance or co-operation from us in the name 
‘of “neighborliness;” let them demonstrate now that 
|} this is a two-way traffic. 

Let's face it: Asia needs Australia at least as 
much as we need them. 

By barring us from the Confederation they will 
not ensure, as they might like to, that a racially Asian 
team will be the Confederation's representative at 
the next World Cup. 

They failed in this in 1974 and have no guarantee 
for it in 1978. -Whether as official member natic 
or as independents, Australia will again do battle with 
Asian countries for a berth in the World Cup finals.
